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Mayor, council among defendants 


City is sued for secret meeting

A lawsuit was filed Tuesday 
yesterday) in Wayne County Circuit 
Court by a Romulus businessman 
charging that the city violated the 
Open Meetings Act by holding a 
secret meeting Aug. 31. 

The suit further charges that those 
present, including the mayor. 


council members, clerk and 
treasurer, discussed erasing the 
tape at the end of the session. 

Filing the suit was Ed Rush, who 
operates Rush Flowers. His suit 
named as defendants: Mayor 
William M. Oakley, ail members of 
the city council, Gerk Leonard J. 
Folmar and Treasurer Helen 
Gallien. 

Contacted by the Roman, Rush 
said a memo from the mayor dated 


Aug. 25 informed elected city of- 
ficials and others of the meeting 
scheduled for Aug. 31 in the early 
evening. The memo, he said, stated 
the session was being called to 
discuss continued attempts by the 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes 
(AFSCME) to unionize employes at 
city hall over the last few months. 

But, he said, his suit accuses the 
defendants of discussing other

Confining truck terminals 


to northeast Romulus studied 


Should truck terminals be con- 
fined to just one section of Romulus, 
or should they be allowed to be built 
throughout the community? 

A third public hearing will be 
scheduled soon at Hayti Elementary 
School, 30155 Beverly Rd., to get 
more citizen input on two amend- 
ments to the city’s zoning ordinance. 

The proposed amendments, 
labelled M-Tl and M-T2, would in 
effect confine construction of truck 


terminals to the northeast part of 
Romulus, according to Hyle Car- 
michael, industrial coordinator. 

The two amendments were 
drafted at a public hearing Sept. 11 
at Hayti School. 

Currently, terminal construction 
is permitted only in areas zoned M-2 
(heavy industrial) which are located 
in different sections of the com- 
munity. 

Prior to the next public hearing, 
the city planning commission and 


the city council will meet to review 
and discuss the proposed zoning 
amendments and the input from 
residents obtained at the June 8 
public hearing, the first held on the 
terminal zoning. 

About a dozen residents attended 
the June session to protest terminal 
construction in their area of the city. 

For an existing city ordinance to 
be amended requires a 5-2 vote of 
members of the city council. 


Mock drill Saturday 

Metro 'plane crash' 


to test readiness

What would happen if a big jet- 
liner crashed on one of the runways 
at Detroit Metropolitan Airport and 
the gas tank ruptured? 

Wfiat would happen to the 250 
passengers when the plane erupted 
Into flames and how could they ail be 
treated? 

Answers to those and many other 
eations will be answered this 
turday morning when a Mock 
Disaster Drill is carried out at 
Detroit Metro Airport. 

Under the direction of the Wayne 
County Emergency Preparedness 
Office, the simulated plane crash 
will "take place" at 10 a m this 
Saturday with a host of county and 
local volunteers taking part 

"We want to stress to everyone in 
the area that this is only a "make- 
believe" or simulated plane crash 
and not to become alarmed when 
they hear the sirens and see the 
many rescue vehicles driving by," 


said Louis Sugo, director of public 
information for the Wayne County 
Road Commission. 

"We have never had a disaster 
and we hope that we never will. But 
this mock disaster drill has been 
planned over the past six weeks and 
will give us real Insight into what 
would happen in a real emergency of 
this magnitude," 

Sugo stressed that the drill was 
only for the many volunteer 
"Patients" and rescue workers 
taking part in the safety project. 

"We urge the public not to be 
alarmed at the sirens and many 
rescue trucks taking part in 
Saturday’s simulated disaster. This 
is real serious business in learning 
what would take place if a plane 
crashed and how we would be able to 
treat some injured people and take 
others to hospitals." Sugo said. 

The mock plane crash will take 
place on a runway near gate 8 in the 
southeast section of the airport 
between Northline and Eureka 


roads, Sugo said. 

Involved in the simulated disaster 
will be many local and county 
agencies that would be concerned in 
an emergency of this kind 

Included in the project are 10 area 
hospitals, plus some in Ypsilanti and 
Ann Arbor. The Federal Aviation 
Administration, State Health 
Department, Wayne County Health 
Department, Air National Guard, 
Air Force Reserve and the Detroit 
Police Rescue Helicopter, to name 
only a few. 

Volunteer "patients" and "bum 
victims" will assemble at the 
American Airlines Hanger on 
Goddard Road to be "made up" with 
their imaginary burns and injuries 

Many local communities are 
taking part in the simulated crash 
project and Sugo said that naming 
all the persons involved would be 
impossible. 

But he said the volunteers’ work 
would no doubt save many lives a 
real air disaster does strike 


subjects, namely the city water and 
sewer bond funds and the annual 
city audit. His suit contends 
discussion of subjects not stated in 
the original notice violates the 
state’s Open Meetings Act. 

In addition, he said, notice of the 
meeting was not posted in city hall 
18 hours in advance of the meetings 
as specified in provisions of the act. 

"I talked to the deputy clerk," 
Rush said, "and she didn’t know on 
the day of the meeting that it was 
going to be held." 

Rush said he went to the clerk’s 
office Sept. 5 to listen to the taped 
minutes of the Aug. 31 meeting. He 
said he was interrupted part way 
through by Oakley and Gallien and 
stopped from listening to the 
remainder of the taped session. 

"TTiey told me that I couldn’t 
listen to the tapes and I said okay," 
Rush explained. He said, however, 
that typed or taped minutes of 


public meetings are always open to 
members of the general public 

Rush said he succeeded in taping 
part of the tape he heard in the 
clerk’s office before being in- 
terrupted by Oakley and Gallien and 
that discussion among those present 
on erasing the tape of the meeting 
upset him. 

He said the tape disclosed that 
Mary Ann Banks, council president, 
suggested erasing of the tape toward 
the end of the Aug. 31 meeting and 
that the mayor remarked, "I’m glad 
I didn’t say anything bad." 

Next, he said, the tape showed 
Mrs. Gallien as offering to have 
"Harry erase them". Rush said 
Harry is the first name of one of the 
maintenance men at city hall. 

"Is there a coverup going on at 
city hall?" Rush asked. "Is the tape 
of the Aug. 31 meeting still there?" 

He also questioned why the 
treasurer was talking about 
destroying the tapes, contending it 


was the function of the clerk if it 
were authorized to be done. 

"Some time back," Rush said, 
"the clerk went before council and 
asked for permission to destroy 
tapes of all official city meetings 
that were older than one year and 
one day." 

Rush said hsi suit charges: the 
defendants participated in an illegal 
meeting; the tape recording of the 
Aug 31 session was not made 
available to him, that discussion at 
the meeting suggested erasing of the 
tape, that the defendants, collec- 
tively and individually, be enjoined 
from holding further closed 
meetings; that the tape be made 
available to the general public; that 
he be awarded $500 and attorney 
fees on two counts. 

Rush said he is being represented 
by Stephen Danko, an attorney from 
Southgate and that he is filing the 
lawsuit himself “as a public 
citizen". 


injunction^ denied^ in Huron 

Theme park protestors lose 
their lawsuit for injunction

Efforts by a group of Huron 
Township residents seeking to stop 
construction of a theme park 
planned in their area were turned 
down by a Wayne County Circuit 
Court judge. 

However, Judge John D. O’Hair 
left the door open for possible future 
lawsuits by residents protesting the 
proposed $40 million theme park by 
Space World, Inc. of Livonia. 

Judge O’Hair ordered Richard 
James, township attorney, to draw 
up an order that wouljj permit the 
township government to follow 
through on hearings which could net 
Space World final site plan approval 
and necessary building permits. 

But, included in the order, ac- 
cording to Clerk Sandra Rhodes, is a 
stipulation that protesting residents 
are to be given five days to file a 
lawsuit should building permits get 
the go-ahead from the township. 

Judge O’Hair turned down a bid 
Sept. 15 by Huron residents for a 
preliminary injunction to stop 
proceedings that could lead to 
construction of the revolutionary 
theme park on 300 plus acres 
southeast of New Boston. 

Space World has an option of the 
land parcel, which is bounded on the 
north by Ash Road, on the east by 
Romine Road, on the south by Will 
Carleton Road, and on the west by I- 
275 Expressway. 

Huron residents bordering the 
proposed park site have complained 
that the anticipated heavy traffic, 
noise and sudden infusion of 
thousands of people would constitute 
a major inconvenience to them and 
their familes. 

On Sept. 5, Space World appeared 
before the Huron Zoning Board of 
Appeals and successfully obtained a 
special condition use zoning for its 
proposed project. On Monday, Sept. 
25, the Livonia-based firm was 
scheduled to go before the Huron 
Planning Commission for a site plan 
review, a preliminary step towards 
obtaining final site plan approval. 

Adding fuel to the controversy 
surrounding the proposed theme 
park is where the $40 million to build 
it will come from. Dr. Philip Austin, 
who heads Space World, said the 
park will be build with private 
funding and not through the floating 
of bond issues. 

Recently, it was disclosed that 
Space World was valued by Dun & 
Bradstreet at only $105,366 Con- 
siderable speculation has arisen as 
to how such a low capital funded 
company will be able to come up 
with the huge sum of $40 million for 
the park 

Last year, Space World was in the 
headlines for locating a similar 
theme park in Romulus, but nothing 
more has been heard of the project 
since the initial fanfare 

Acting as agent for Space World in 
the purchase of land for the theme 
park is George Moore, candidate for 
Huron Township supervisor in the 
coming November election Moore 
achieved considerable publicity 
back in 1975 when he promoted two 
rock concerts near Flat Rock which 
never got off the ground 


When Space Woirld’s small 
financial worth is coupled with 
Moore’s failures in the past, the 
foundation for such a mammoth 
undertaking as the theme park 
appears on the surface to be rather 
flimsy. 

Also viewed as a serious problem 
in the township’s lack of sewage 
disposal capacity. Several alter- 
natives have been proposed — ex- 
pansion of the Flat Rock sewage 
treatment plant, construction of a 
new sewage plant on the park site, or 


The city of Romulus may soon be 
seeking a $250,000 community 
development block grant that will 
help residents with low incomes and 
senior citizens with home im- 
provements. 

Patrick Hogan, director of 
community development and 
planning, said he plans to recom- 
mend to city council that he be 
authorized to make application for 
the funds.

With all of the 
problems cited, and with source of 
funding unknown, will the starting 
date be a few weeks or months 
away, or several years?

Congressman William D. Ford <D- 
15th District) has predicted early 
enactment of historic legislation, 
passed last week by the House of 
Representatives, making major 
reforms in the century-old federal 
Civil Service System. 

Ford was one of the chief authors 
of the bill, which was approved by an 
overwhelming vote of 385 to 10 

The legislation, designed to 
streamline the federal bureaucracy 
and make it more efficient and 
responsive, already has been passed 
by the Senate in a somewhat dif- 
ferent version, and a joint House- 
Senate Committee will meet soon to 
iron out the differences. 

"I predict that the bill will be on 
President Carter’s desk for 
signature by early next month/* 
Congressman Ford said. 

Among the major provisions of the 
legislation are: 

—Elimination of the Civil Service 
Commission and its replacement by 
two bodies — an Office of Personnel 
Management and a Merit Systems 
Protection Board. 

— Greater flexibility by managers 
in firing, demoting and other per- 
sonnel actions, but also more 
latitude for employees in labor- 
management disputes. 

— A limitation on the amount of 
money that can be paid to retired 
military personnel from their 
combined military pensions and 


federal salaries — the so-called 
“double-dippers.” 

— A new system of pay raises for 
middle-level managers and 
supervisors, based on performance 
rather than longevity. 


The House version also includes a 
limit on the number of federal 
employees, stronger rules against 
discourtesy to the public and 
provisions for government-wide 
experiments in “flextime” — to 


keep public offices open for longer 
hours. 

“Approval of this legislation will 
hearald a new era," Congressman 
Ford said, “both for federal workers 
and for the public.

There are lots 
of things he can’t do, food he can’t 
eat, activities he can’t take part in. 
And there is a lot of medication to 
take, plus a special diet to follow. 

So right now, one of the most 
exciting bits of news that the 
youngster likes to discuss is his 
return to Stevenson Junior High 
School, where he is in the ninth 
grade 


Four Westland councilmen 
survive Sept 16 recall vote 


Westland voters gave a sub- 
stantial ‘‘vote of confidence” to four 
city councilmen in a special recall 
election (Sept. 16). 

Nancy Neal, Gail McKnight, 
Robert Wagner and Richard 
Stempien will remain in office, a 
verdict returned in no uncertain 
terms by the 15 percent of registered 
voters who turned out for the 
election. 

Tallies from the Westland City 
Clerk’s office showed a resounding 
no vote to the questi on of whether or 
not each should be recalled, the 
individual votes being: Gail 
McKnight, 3,471 no to 2,586 yes; 
Richard Stempien, 3,422 no to 2,553 


yes; Robert D. Wagner, 3,499 no to 
2,462 yes; Nancy Neal, 3,439 no to 
2,526 yes. 

The results were certified by the 
Wayne County Board of Canvassers 
Tuesday afternoon, since it was the 
county, not the city, which called the 
election. 

The margin of “victory” was 850 
plus votes in each case. In all, 6,098 
voters went to the polls in 
Westland’s first Saturday election, 
and first recall election. The number 
voting exceeded estimates made by 
Westland officials and political 
watchers. 

The election results put to rest a 
recall drive that started back in 


January only two weeks after the 
new council was seated. Two recall 
targets, Mrs. Neal and Stempien, 
were new council members, freshly 
elected in November 1977. Wagner 
was beginning a new term, and Mrs. 
McKnight was in mid-term. 

The recalldrive started with gusto 
after the four member council 
majority voted on Jan. 16 to oust two 
of Mayor Thomas Taylor’s direc- 
tors, including Sylvia Kozorosky, 
who was popular among many 
seniors as head of the Department 
on Aging. The collection of 
signatures began in mid-Feburary, 
because no official can be recalled 


until he’s been in office at least 45 
days. 

The drive, spearheaded by senior 
citizens, began to lag, when newer 
members joined the ranks to con- 
tinue with the collection of 
signatures. In the end, it was a core 
group of less than a dozen persons 
who kept the drive going. 

In the meantime, one of the recall 
leaders, Anne DeSmit, with John 
Auten, filed a lawsuit against the 
four allegedly holding a secret 
meeting contrary to the Open 
Meetings Act. That lawsuit still is 
pc* ding and arguments were to 
Hi me in court today. 


But there’s another milestone 
coming up in young Bo’s life Doc- 
tor’s expect that before long.

That is, unless Bo can get his own 
dialysis machine. 

And that is the goal of a group of 
Westland fire fighters who are 
sponsoring a fundraising benefit 
concert Oct. 1 to raise money for the 
machine. 

Project organizer Bob Stottlemyer 
said that the concert will feature 
country and western singers Bill 
Anderson and Mary Lou Turner, 
along with Michigan Consolidated 
GrassCo.lt will be held at 7:30 p.m. 
Oct. 1 at John Glenn Auditorium. 

Donations for tickets will be $5 for 
adults, and $3 for children. Tickets 
are available at all Westland fire 
stations, at Davidson Sunoco Service 
on Ford Road, Akron Tire stores, 
one on Way ne Road a nd t he other on 
Ford Road, and Rocky’s Records, 
one in Plymouth and the other in 
Metro Place Mall in Wayne. 

The kidney machine can cost 
anywhere from $6,000 to $10,000 or 
more, depending on what is needed. 
If Bo can have his own machine, he 
can take his treatment at home, and 
that will help him keep some nor- 
malcy to his life, perhaps keep him 
in school. Theyoungster has already 
had to alter his lifestyle sub- 
stantially because of the kidney 
disease and hypertension, but has

“taken if pretty well” and stuck to 
the rigid diet and restrictions, ac- 
cording to his sister. 

Bo lives withhisolder aster who is 
his guardian, and her husband, on 
Crown Street in Westland. 

The youngster’s mother died when 
he was two, and father died when he 
was eight 

He has three older sisters. Judy 
Golding is his guardian, and if Bo 
can get a dialysis machine, she will 
learn to operate i t so her brother can 
use it at home. 

Bo just had the operation two 
weeks ago that inserted the tube in 
his arm so he can take treatment on 
the machine But he was back in 
school last Monday, and enjoying it, 
probably more than most kids 
returning to school would even 
admit.’ 

In addition to the concert tickets, 
the fire fighters will gladly take 
donations from anyone who would 
like to help buy the life saving 
kidney machine.

The school grounds have been 
highly recommended for the 
senior high-rise because it is 
close to downtown business 
establishments and services.

After “retiring” from there, Ted

Typical of Ted’s devotion to the 
chamber cause and to his personal 
goal of always keeping busy, he 
began in a third chamber position - 
executive secretary of the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce - on the 
Monday following his retirement 
from Westland’s chamber on the 
previous Friday 

Kuckelman’s slogan for selling the 
chamber of commerce to new 
members was. “It doesn’t cost, it 
pays.” 

After retiring from the Belleville 
chamber, Ted’s health began to 
deteriorate and he was placed in the 
Van Buren Convalescent Home 
When he took a turn for the worse 
last Friday, he was taken to the 
^ psilanti hospital where he died at 
4:55 a m on the following day 
Mr Kuckelman was born July 18, 
1888 in Cincinnati, Ohio, the oldest of 
nine children. His early years as a 
child were spent growing up on a 
farm in Kansas 

Following his marriage to his 
childhood sweetheart, he began 
work with the B F Goodrich 
Rubber Co in 1912, working there 

until his release in 1931 
He then went to work that same 
year in the sales department and 
special brands division of the Hood 
Rubber Co and Miller Rubber Co. 
both subsidiaries of the Pure Oil Co 
in Chicago He retired from the 
Chicago firm on Jan 1, 1955, at what 
proved to be the early age of 67 

In addition to his 22 years of area 
chamber involvement, Mr 
Kuckelman continued his years of 
service with civic, fraternal and 
other area organizations 
He became a member of the 


Knights of Columbus on April 26, 
1912, and was active with that group 
almost until his death. During his 
years of service with the K of C, he 
held the offices of past deputy grand 
knight and vice president of the 
Notre Dame Building Corporation, 
as well as being awarded a life 
membership. In March of 1961, he 
was chosen Knight of the Month by 
the Notre Dame Council champter in 
Wayne and received his fourth 
degree on Oct. 22, 1961. 

His affiliation with the Plymouth 
Elks Lodge 2130 started back on May 
10, 1920. On March 22, 1967, he was 
given a life membership 

Mr. Kuckelman joined the Royal 
Order of the Moose Lodge 934 in 
Belleville in August of 1947, 
remaining active with the local 
champter almost until his death. 

Mr. Kuckelman’s list of ac- 
complishments in service to area 
organizations are a credit to his 
reputation for* always wanting to 
help others and to assist area 
communities in every way he could. 

His work with the Belleville 
Rotary Club, which he joined in 
April of 1943, exemplified his 
dedication when # he achieved 25 
years of perfect attendance. He 
served as the local club’s president 
from 1947-48 and as governor of 
District 640 in 1952-53. During his 

work with Rotary, Mr. Kuckelman 
spoke in 163 chapters in the United 
States and Canada In October of 
1973, he received the much coveted 
Paul Harris Fellow Award 

Mr Kuckelman’s area activities 
and memberships included 
honorary member of the Detroit and 
National Sales Executive Club, 
organized the St. Anthony’s 
Belleville Holy Name Society and 
served as its president, organized 
the St. Anthony’s Parish Council in

Area eyed for grants 


Pending the submission and 
subsequent approval of specific 
needs programs, several area 
communities are in line for com- 
munity development block grants 
from Wayne County 

Part of an overall outlay of some 
$390,000. the specific needs program 
funds can only be used for special 
programs in the communities, ac- 
cording to James White, Belleville 
treasurer 

Amounts tentatively approved 
are Belleville - $10,064; Van Buren 
Township - $14,772, Sumpter 
Township • $15, 270, Huron Township 
- $14,781; Romulus • $18,285 

White said the funds must be used 
for one of more of the following 
programs: 

1) Program to increase hiring 
opportunities for low to moderate- 
income families. 

2) Program which will directly 
benefit low to moderate-income 
families; 

3) Program for the physical 
development of specific areas, with 
more than 60 percent going to low to 
moderate- income people. 


4) Program to benefit a special 
segment of the total population; 

5) Program for an economic 
development project that will ensure 
the retention of or increase the 
employment of low to moderate- 
income residents of the area 

White explained that communities 
which submit specific needs 
programs which meet two or more 
of the five stipulations would stand a 
better chance of having their fund 
application accepted by the county 

Programs must be submitted by 
communities by Oct 9, with 
notification from the county of ac- 
cepted grants coming by Oct 20, 
White said Following an “en- 
vironmental review”, the funds 
would be released during the period 
from Nov 1 to Dec 13 of this year, 
he added 

To fulfill the requirements set out 
by the county, communities which 
receive these specific need block 
grant funds must either spend them 
or have them obligated for ex- 
penditure by Dec 15. 1978. White

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To meet arbitration award 


County prepares to lay off 1,322 employees 


Preparations for lay-off of 
perhaps 1,322 Wayne County 
workers due to the cost of an ar- 
bitration award were under way this 
week, but the ultimate effects were 
clouded by a number of factors. 

The County Board of Com- 
missioners met Sept 21 to act on a 
recommendation that 922 regular 
employees and 400 public service 
interns be laid off from Oct. 9 to Nov 
30 to meet the $2.5 million im- 
mediate cost of the arbitration 
award won by the deputy sheriffs 
union 

The commissioners, meeting as 
the Ways and Means Committee, 
approved budget slashes amounting 
to 30 percent for most departments, 
including their own. 

However, they directed depart- 
ments to save as much as they can 
from funds earmarked for purposes 
other than payroll in order to 
minimize layoffs. 

In an earlier action, the Board of 
Comm issioners spec i fi ca lly 
exempted staff of senior citizens 
programs from cutbacks. Also 
exempted were a number of 
operations funded primarily by 
federal-state grants because those 
funds would be lost without 
significant savings to the county. 

County Commissioners Richard 
E. Manning of Redford and Edgar L 
Harris of Taylor said they would 
propose that the county go on a four- 
oday work week in order to fund the 
arbitration award without layoffs. 

Other factors which clouded the 


actual extent of layoffs included: 

— A report from County Personnel 
Director John Barr that the complex 
mechanics of laying off employees 
would take about two weeks beyond 

Oct. 9- . u . . , 

— A warning by presiding judges 
of the courts that they would issue 
writs of mandamus ordering the 
county to maintain their staffs at 
present levels. 

—A declaration by the chief 
assistant prosecuting attorney that 
his office would file a court suit 
aimed at preventing cuts in that 
office. 

— A notice from Council 25 of the 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees 
(AFSC&ME) that it would file a 
grievance, charging that the union 
contract prohibits layoffs except for 
lack of work. 

— A warning from Vice-Chairman 
Manning that the longer it takes to 
effect the budget cuts, the higher the 
number of layoffs that might be 
required to make the $2-million-plus 
savings by Nov. 30. 

The problem of financing the 
arbitration award was magnified by 
the fact that the county already 
anticipates a budget deficit of up to 
$12 million by the Nov. 30 end of this 
fiscal year. 

The proposed annual budget, 
which was to be submitted to the 
commissioners by the County Board 
of Auditors Sept. 28, was expected to 
recommend extensive layoffs. State 
law- prohibits the county from 


starting the fiscal year with a 
deficit. 

The immediate crisis developed 
when Circuit Judge George Roumell 
ordered that retroactive pay and 
cost-of-living increases, as provided 
in the arbitration award, be paid to 
the 650 Sheriff’s deputies by Sept. 29. 

Judge Roumell denied a county 
request for a stay of his order. He 
was scheduled to hear a motion for a 
rehearing on his order this week. He 
also was to hear a deputies union 
request that the Board of Com- 
missioners be held in contempt of 
court for failing to pay the full 
amount allegedly, due to the 
mechanical impossibility of com- 
pleting the “paperwork” in time 


The decision to allow' departments 
to scour other accounts for funds in 
order to reduce lay-offs was made 
unanimously on a motion by Com- 
missioner Mary E. Dumas <R- 
Livonia), 

Acting on a motion by Com- 
missioner Rose Mary C. Robinson of 
Detroit, the commissioners voted to 
reduce the Sheriff’s staff to the 
levels which existed on July 1, 1974. 
Under the terms of the arbitration 
award, this is the only leeway the 
board has in reducing the number of 
Sheriff’s depluties. 

“I understand there are 174 
deputies over the 1974 staffing level. 
They should be affected as well as 
anybody else under the arbitration 


award,” Robinson said. 

T. John. Lesinski, former judge 
who headed the Recorder’s Court 
“crash program” for the Michigan 
Supreme Court, was among those 
who warned that the courts would 
take legal action to prevent cuts in 
their staffs. He charged the cutbaks 
would endanger public safety. 

He called instad for closing of 
Wayne County General Hospital 
which requires about $15 million 
annually in county tax funds for its 
operation. 

Noting the County is legally 
mandated to fund the courts, 
Lesinski added: “You do not have to 


be in the hospital business. We are 
overbedding in this community, and 
you can serve the needy on a con- 
tractual basis (with other 
hospitals).” 

The budget cuts approved by the 
commissioners were recommended 
by their fiscal advisor, based on an 
average annual cost of $15,000 per 
job. The hospital was slated for one 
of the smallest cuts — 90 of 1,451 
filled jobs, a 20 percent cut. Sheriffs 
staff would be reduced by 89 of 747 
positions, primarily in supervisory 
ranks. Circuit Court would ex- 
perience a major reduction — 108 of 
347 jobs.

Time to push 
Romulus International 


The recent meeting between 
officials of Romulus and Wayne 
County, again points-up some of 
the problems the city is ex- 
periencing as a result of the 
airport. 

The discussions termed 
‘freewheeling and frank’ by one 
of the participants, covered 
many areas of concern to 
Romulus residents, from 
drainage of the airport property 
to night flights into and out of 
the facility. 

For the first time, since in- 
formal meetings have been 
held, the county was 
represented by the decision 
making officials rather than 
just their representatives. 

While the county officials 
expressed concern for the 
problems listed by Romulus, 
given the economic outlook for 
the county, it is unlikely that 
any long term problems will be 
resolved. But there is one thing 
the county can do that will 
improve the relationship bet- 
ween the citizens of Romulus 
and the airport. And that item 
would cost the county very 
little. 

It appears to us that the time 
is right for Romulus’ officials to 
renew their push for the re- 
naming of the airport to 


Romulus International. 

While it can certainly be 
argued with much validity that 
current problems eminating 
from the airport should never 
have been allowed to fester this 
long without concerted effort at 
their resolution. But reality is 
reality, and dealing with Wayne 
County will bring any idealist 
back to reality in a hurry. 

The fact of the mater is, even 
if the county wished to grant all 
or even a few of the requests 
coming from Romulus, their 
current financial situation 
would not allow expenditure of 
additional funds. 

For that reason, we think that 
now is the time for the leaders 
of Romulus to push for the re- 
naming. 

In fact, we at Associated 
Newspapers will repaint the 
road signs for the county if they 
agree on the long overdue 
recognition of Romulus 

The re-naming of Detroit 
Metro to Romulus International 
would provide residents of the 
community with evidence that 
the county is truly concerned 
with Romulus and its problems. 

Who knows, maybe the re- 
naming of the facility would 
even prompt a kind word for the 
county from Mayor Oakley.

'Electric Company ' 


“You light up my life,” may 
well be the tune going through 
the head of Van Buren Town- 
ship’s Supervisor Patricia 
Cullin. 

With the decision by the U.S. 
Dept, of Labor to study five 
dams in the U.S. for possible 
renovation, and with Van 
Buren’s French Landing Dam, 
one of those five selected for the 
study, the future may soon find 
Van Buren Township Electric 
Company, a reality. 

With the initial grant of 
$90,000 for physical renovation 
approved, the chances now 
appear good that the township 
will receive the funds necessary 
to install generators and related 
equipment necessary to return 
the facility to the status of an 
operational electrical 
generating source 


With the dam restored, Van 
Buren would find itself in the 
business of selling electrical 
power to existing power 
distribution networks. And the 
sale of that power, over the long 
run, may well prove to he a 
source of additional revenue for 
the area. 

While the French Landing 
Dam will never be considered a 
large source of electrical 
energy, in these days of the 
‘energy crunch*, any com- 
munity owning its own power 
plant would have to be an at- 
tractive location for potential 
businessmen. 

We congratulate supervisor 
Cullin for her successful efforts 
to lure federal money to Van 
Buren. Especially money that 
will be used to create a better 
community for its residents. 


Ballpark decision 
by council lauded 


Action taken by Romulus City 
Council last week, that will 
eventually result in the 
development of 13 acres of city 
land into a Little League 
Baseball complex, is to be 
commended. 

The city council, at its 
meeting of Sept 12, voted to 
lease the 13-acres to the 
Romulus North baseball group 
for $1 per year It is expected 
that the completed project will 
cost about $400,000 with the kids 
of Romulus the beneficiary. 

We want to go on record in 
support the council’s decision.

November tax proposals

Three proposals to cut, limit or change taxes in 
Michigan will be among a list of nine proposals 
this November on what may very well be the 
longest ballot we have ever faced. 

Because it is important that you be informed 
about these issues, 1 would like to present a brief 
explanation of each of the three tax related 
measures along with a summary of the major 
arguments both for and against these proposals 

PROPOSAL E 

A PROPOSED LAW TO LIMIT 
GOVERNMENT TAXATION 

Proposal E would amend the constitution by 
limiting the total amount of state taxes to a 
percentage of the total personal income received 
by Michigan residents, effective in the 1979-80 
fiscal year. 

In other words, the total amount of money 
raised by taxes in future years could not grow by 
more than the rate of increase in the state’s 
personal income. 

The proposal would limit tax collection in two 
major ways: 

1) First, units of local government would be 
prohibited from levying any new taxes or 
raising the rates of existing taxes without ap- 
proval of a majority of the registered electors 
voting on the question. 


2) Secondly, if the property values of a local 
unit of government, excluding new construction 
and improvements, were to increase at a faster 
rate than inflation, any tax increase would have 
to be limited to the rate of inflation. 

Additionally, this proposal would: prohibit the 
state from requiring any new or expended ac- 
tivities by local governments without full state 
financing; prohibit the state from reducing the 
proportion of state spending in the form of aid to 
local governments, and prohibit the state from 
shifting the tax burden to local governments. 

If the state exceeded the revenue limit by one 
percent, the excess money would have to be 
returned to the taxpayers based upon an in- 
dividual's income tax liability or single business 
tax liability. 

Proponents Say: 

•• Government has grown too big, too 
quickly, This proposal would merely force 
government to live on a fixed budget, as an or- 
dinary household must do. 

•• The proposal would limit the ability of the 
legislature to raise taxes faster than the ability 
of the people to pay. 

•• By limiting taxes and expenditures we can 
improve the quality and delivery of government 
services by forcing the many special interests to 
compete among one another for a relatively 


“fixed pie”, meaning essential services 
benefiting a broad sector of the public would be 
funded and delivered more efficiently. 

Opponents Say: 

•• Tax limitation ignores the most fun- 
damental reason for the growth of government: 
public demand for increased government ser- 
vice. The requests are not unreasonable: give 
my children more teachers; find my children a 
new school; see that my road is repaired; see 
that a park is built in my neighborhood; provide 
more scholarship opportunities; help hold down 
tuition; help senior citizens on fixed incomes 
stay in their homes; inspect double-bottom tank 
trucks; keep criminals in prison, etc. 

•• In the 22 years between 1953 and 1975, 
Michigan state and local spending as a per- 
centage of personal income grew' less than the 
national average, at a time when Michigan was 
providing services that were far above average. 

•• The “straightjacket” approach in dealing 
with the growth of taxpayer frustration over a 
rising “tax bite” is inappropriate. Alternative 
fiscal reforms such as the budget and economic 
stabilization fund, sunset laws, legislative 
budget reform, and zero based budgeting offer a 
more rational approach. 

Proposals H and J will be presented next week.

Cosell's 

of meaningless rhetoric"

For years I have sat in long-suffering silence 
while Howard Cosell managed to chalk-up 
weekly, more yardage with his mouth, than the 
NFL could manage in one month, on the football 
field. 

Like most, I have come to accept Cosell’s 
weekly guided tour through fields of meaningless 
rhetoric as the mandated price for watching 
ABC’s Monday Night Football. But last week 
was the final straw! 

Cosell, during his now weekly attack on the 
English language, chose to raise the question of 
the relative merits of ‘print journalism’, versus 
‘electronic journalism’. 

Now for those of you who didn’t realize that 
there were two types of journalism, ‘print 
journalism’, is that which deals with the printed 
word, while ‘electronic journalism’ is the radio- 
TV variety. And probably one of the greatest 
contributions television has made to society is to 
distinguish between the two. 

The difference between the two styles of 
journalism is primarily the fact that with 
newspapers, what is said, is said for ever, and 
‘get it right the first time is the rule .’ 

On the other hand, in ‘electronic journalism,’ 
what is said is ephemeral, and ‘they only get it 
right eventually.’ 


I have accepted Cosell’s remarks regarding 
journalism as simply further indication of his 
obvious lack of experience in the field. But when 
millions of people are subjected to his weekly 
fertilization of the airways, and his unique view' 
of journalism, it becomes necessary for someone 
in the business to set the record straight. 

Here are the facts. 

Just one issue of one good newspaper, provides 
the reader with more information about local, 
national, and international events than an entire 
week’s worth of television’s electronic jour- 
nalism can provide 

Add to that television’s reputation for getting 
the story right only after reporting if for the 
fourth time, and the good newspapers jealous 
pride in always getting the story right the first 
time, and you have a good idea of the different 
philosophy involved. 

It is obvious to even the casual observer of the 
situation that television, with its in-depth 
reporting lasting only 90-seconds, can not really 
compete with real journalists who invest many 
hours in the gathering and reporting of events 

A comparison between journalism and 
television news would reveal the following: 

Television news provides only a brief view of 
15 subjects during its alloted time The average 


TV news story is covered in 20-seconds, and 
those ‘television personalities’ who read those 
stories rarely have any control over, or input into 
the content of the program. 

A newspaper on the other hand, consists of an 
average of 60 pages. Within those pages, readers 
will find a wide variety of informative topics on 
many subjects, including the broad in-depth 
reporting of more than 100 news stories. It would 
take Howard Cosell and his colleagues almost 
three uninterrupted hours to read those stories. 

And if one television program were to present 
all information contained within the entire 60- 
page newspaper, that program would have to 
begin while you were eating breakfast in order to 
finish at 11 p m. 

And a newspaper provides you with all that for 
only $ 15. Compare that to having to listen to 
Cosell for the same period of time 

Cosell is right! 

There is no comparison between print jour- 
nalism’ and electronic journalism.’ 

About the only portion of a newspaper which 
television could favorably compare with is the 
newspaper’s index. 

Even then television news probably would 
have to repeat it twice to get it right !

Reader hits Martin story 


Editor: 

I wish to respond to the remarks 
made which concerned my family 
and myself in your article of Wed- 
nesday, Septeber 20, 1978, “Politics 
blamed for Martin purge". 

At the township meeting I did not 
try to claim that the Detroit Free 
Press article had embarrassed me 
personnally, but rather, that the 
article was an embarrassment to 
our community because it reported 
a set of police rules which are 
discriminatory and in bad taste 

The Free Press correctly cited 
embarrassing portions of these rules 
which identify persons as “crime 
hazards’’ by physical charac- 
teristics. occupational 

classifications, and psychological 
conditions, which I do not believe 
our part-time police officers are 


qualified at diagnosing. (Sergeant 
Patrol Divisiorr Section 47) 

My objections to the rules are in no 
way related to a personal vendetta 
against Harry Martin or the UAW 
Rather, I am disturbed that this 
township should be identified with a 
set of police rules which, for 
example, recognizes “handicapped 
and one-armed drivers” as “ac- 
cident hazards”, (Section 48) ; which 
mandates that citizens when en- 
countered by police officers late at 
night or early in the morning on the 
streets must “prove that they are 
law-abiding citizens ” (Section 28) 
What ever happened to the 
presumption of innocence until 
proven guilty? Obviously, this is not 
true in Van Buren Township Police 
officers of Van Buren are to observe 
the “origins and social conditions of 


the Populace”! (Section 14) 

Mr. Didia’s remarks blaming my 
parents for having questioned these 
police rules at the township meeting, 
as being responsible for all evil, is in 
my opinion a sad blow against 
democracy. 

Is this what happens in Van Buren 
when citizens dare to question the 
township officials (who, incidently, 
are elected to represent the citizens 
of the township)? They are labeled 
“troublemakers” just for showing 
concern. 

Contrary to the remarks printed in 
your paper, my family and I did not 
seek to make Harry Martin a 
“scapegoat” for the police rules or 
anything else 

My mother and I responded with 
our criticism of Martin’s role in the 
police rules when those rules were 


being ‘used as an example of Mr. 
Martin’s dedicated work with the 
Safety Commission by George 
Heifner. From that point on the 
discussion centered on name-calling 
which vour oaDer seems to have 
found more interesting than the 
issue under discussion. 

I would hope that there are other 
citizens in this community, who 
having read the police rules, as my 
family did, would have become 
concerned as well.

What can generate more enthusiasm 
and provide good wholesome en- 
tertainment for all the family?

Some schools lack 
the talent, the coaching or the spirit — 
perhaps some are without all three of these 
winning ingredients. But each new football 
season brings new hopes, new goals and 
new thrills to those involved. 

That’s why it has been encouraging to 
see many high schools in this area build 
winning sports programs on a sound basis. 
And that sound basis is the “foundation” of 
parent involvement. When you get parents 
eagerly and actively involved, a winning 
sports program is not far behind. 

A prime example of this is Westland 
John Glenn High School. I had the 
privilege of covering the Rockets’ football 
game Friday night against Grand Rapids 
Union. Sitting high up in the press box, you 
can see the panorama unfolding in front of 
you. 

It’s great to see the spirit and en- 
thusiasm of the fans, the cheers that rock 
the stands and the band music that stirs 
the spirit. The students pour onto th£ field 
to form a corridor for their “heroes” to 
race through on their way to the bench and 
ultimate victory 

As I sat in the press box before the game, 
Glenn’s most enthusiastic fan sat down 
next to me and began extolling the virtues 
of everyone involved “The Rockets 
Marching Band has 135 members,” he 
beamed, “and 35 are new members this 
year.” He motioned to the north endzone 
where the band was assembling before the 
game 

“Norm Logan is our great band director 
and David Arthur is the Drum Major. At 
the mike introducing the band is Brian 
Belden, a Drum Major at Eastern 
Michigan University, who graduated from 
GLenn in 1975,” said the excited Glenn 
supporter 

“The band is invited to the Tulip 
Festival in Holland, Michigan each year 
and only the best bands are invited there,” 
he smiled, watching the band stride on the 
field behind the high-stepping drum 
major 

He gushed with enthusiasm. “This is 
Tom Regan, our man who keeps the stats, 
and Tom Kelly, who moved here from New 
York two years ago, is the game an- 
nouncer” 



Glenn Athletic Director Don Domke 
entered the press box and clapped en- 
thusiastically when the band played before 
the game and performed its stirring 
renditions at halftime. 

Glenn's biggest fan told me about the 
parents of the football players, 
cheerleaders and other students involved 
in the sports program. Adults, freely 
volunteering their time and energy, were 
seen everywhere— taking tickets, selling 
programs, and filling the stands. 

I leafed through the beautiful 32-page 
white program with red and blue lettering. 
It had individual pictures of every player 
on the Rockets’ football team. It had 
pictures of Head Coach Chuck Gordon and 
his fine assistant coaches. Pride was 
evident everywhere. 

Under Coach Gordon’s picture was listed 
the fact he’s a former All-State quar- 
terback and attended Adrian College. It 
gave his wife’s name, Joyce, and their 2 l 2 - 
year-old daughter, Jill Lynn. 

Then I noted the final sentence: Member 
of the Michigan Chapter of Fellowship of 
Christian Athletes. Personally, I was very 
pleased to see that. Because, as a 
Christian, I believe there’s nothing better 
for your son or daughter than to have a 
coach that is a fine Christian man or 
woman. 

Now I don’t know Chuck Gordon very 
well and I don’t know how he coaches his 
players, but if it’s anything like his 
courteous, helpful manner on the phone, 
he’s a number one guy. 

A good example of the involvement of 
adults in the Fighting Rockets’ sports 
program was the presence of Frank 
Higgins, former Glenn principal, whose 
son played football for the Red, White and 
Blue. Higgins sat right in front of the press 
box, cheering loudly for “his” team. 

Sitting next to me, Glenn’s biggest fan 
praised everybody that was connected in 
any possible way to the sports program, 
and maybe even included a few that 
weren’t. 

And as Glenn Principal John Harrison 
walked away from me, 1 couldn’t help but 
think that “Glenn’s biggest fan” plays a 
vital part in the exhilerating, winning 
sports program that has lifted the Rockets 
into high school athletic prominence 

As I left the press box and descended the 
giant cement bleachers, I walked alone 
through groups of laughing, milling adults 
and students. They were filled with the 
exhuberance of victory— and well they 
should be 

Because I glanced out over the football 
field and remembered “lean” days a few 
years ago when Glenn didn’t even have its 
own field I’ve been around this area for 
some time and I feel good over the success 
of John Glenn and their “Fighting 
Rockets”. 

And the thing to remember is that every 
high school can build a winning sports 
program, but its takes blood, sweat, tears 
and energetic involvement by the parents 

As I passed a group of five or six Glenn 
students at the edge of the bleachers, they 
were laughing and enjoying small talk 
“Did you enjoy the game?” a good-looking 
fellow asked me with a smile. 

I certainly did. But even more, I enjoyed 
the “winning spirit" at John Glenn that 
made Friday’s victory possible.

Shows such as “Sixty Minutes”, “M+ 
A+S+H”, “Lou Grant”, to mention but 
three encouragements have loyal 
followings and thus continue to be aired.

But folks, there is some programming 
which, and this description is charitable, is 
absolutely nauseating. 

Young people today coming of age have 
been bombarded with illiteracies ( “Blanks 
taste good like a cigarette should” — the 
correct form is ... as a cigarette should >. 
I'm not picking on the tobacco industry. 
Indeed, probably 75 percent of the Madison 
Avenue mentality as reflected in com- 
mercials is in one way or another just plain 
nonsense or insulting. 

How about spelling as typified by the 
worksmiths of advertising? I can 
remember cute things such as Krazy Kat. 
How many youngsters grew up thinking 
that cat was spelled kat? Or crazy krazy? 

Another abmonination which forces me 
to draw in a quick breath is the cavelier 
way in which so many of the TV ‘jour- 
nalists’ use the noun criteria. 

Criteria is a nice, neat Latin noun and it 
surely has a definite place in the scheme of 
things written or spoken. But, when I hear 
some over-paid, pompous newscaster say 
“this criteria is” I gnash my teeth in 
despair. 

By saying “this criteria", the 
newscaster has relegated — if he knows 
the difference — the singular form 
criterion to the never-never world of TV 
absurdity. The same, incidently, is true of 
data, which has a singular form datum. 
The misuse of the verb form with data is so 
common, that one hesitates to use the 
proper verb for fear that some illiterate 
will not understand. 

And what of split infinitives and 
dangling particples? Good grief, such 


construction has become a recognized way 
of expression. 

There are those who sniff and say that 
purists who insist on correct spelling, verb 
forms, and syntax are pedantics or nit 
pickers 

To that charge, especially as it 
originates from those who have yet to 
learn the basics of the language, l say 
balderdash. 

The English language is a delightful and 
comfortable means of expression There 
are established rules in English just as 
there are in algebra, carpentry, or ditch 
digging. 

Properly used, English is a joy to the ear 
or the eye. Improperly used, English 
becomes the mistress of cluttered syntax 
and imprecise meaning. 

Perhaps some day TV will reach some 
measure of maturity. Newscasters will 
then be forced to demonstrate at least a 
basic understanding and competency with 
the language. 

The careful craftsman, you see, works 
hard to ensure (not insure! ) that his copy 
of his oral communications are precise, 
well ordered, and fit as they should w ithin 
the limits established over the centuries by 
learned disciples of the language. 

Hence, until that day of maturity 
arrives, I’ll continue to get most of my 
news from good books, newspapers (the 
London Times is a classic; if you ever get 
the chance to read a copy of this out- 
standing newspaper you will quickly 
understand what I mean), or from radio 
stations which employ bona fide jour- 
nalists as newcasters

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How much could you borrow? 

CPAs say state of finances will determine amount 


If you had to raise every cent you 
could — to start a business, let’s say, 
or put a down payment on a house, 
consolidate debts or meet some 
emergency — how much could vou 
borrow 9 $ 5 , 000 . $ 10 , 000 , $ 100,000 or 
more? 

To put the question in its proper 
perspective, if you were to find a 
lender who would extend any 
amount you requested, how much 
should you borrow 9 

According to Donald E Schmaltz, 
president of the Michigan 
Association of Certified Public 
Accountants (MACPA), the answer 
to both questions starts with the 
state of vour finances — your net 
worth and your ability to generate 
income — in other words, your 
ability to repay. 

Schmaltz explained that the 
borrower should be just as anxious 
as the lender to know- about the 
prospects for replayment because, 
“the person who forecloses on a 
mortgage and the one who is 
foreclosed are equally unhappy.’* 

The best way to minimize the 
likelihood of default, is to prepare a 
personal financial statement, which 
includes a listing of assets and 
liabilities, and of changes in net 
assets. 

The personal financial statement 
that will be most useful is one that 
conforms to guidelines followed bv 
CPAs when auditing such 
statements on behalf of creditors, or 
of government agencies wanting to 
know about the finances of nominees 
for high office. 


Under the guidelines, “accrual’’ 
rather than “cash’ accounting is 
followed — assets and liabilities are 
recognized as soon as the obligation 
is incurred, not just when payment 
is finally made 

Also, because of inflation, greater 
emphasis is being placed on the 
estimated current values of assets, 
which now supplement historical « 
costs on CPA-audited personal 
financial statements. Creditors and 
government agencies need to know 
the value of assets today, as com- 
pared with liabilities, not years ago. 
The important information is what 
an item could be sold for on the open 
market. 

How then, do you go about 
preparing a personal financial 


statement 9 He advised starting with 
a listing of assets and liabilities in 
two columns — one for historical 
cost (what you paid for it), and the 
other for the current estimated 
values 

The amount by which the total 
assets exceed total liabilities what 
you own minus what you owe is 
your net worth. 

But. CPA Schmaltz warns, net 
worth is only a still picture — a 
forzen instant in time — and what 
you need, in effect, is a move. So it 
also is important to determine what 
changes there have been in net 
worth, whether net worth is clim- 
bing or falling, and at what rate. 

Subtracting total decreases from 
increases during the past year (or

the other way around) gives the net 
result and tells what progress, if 
any, is being made. 

These computations, if made for 
the first time, says Schmaltz, could 
reveal a financial condition far . 
different from what you might ex- 
pect. 

Lenders use these figures to help 
determine limits on loans. 
Generally, the rule of thumb that 
can be followed is that a borrower’s 
annual debt payments should not 
exceed a third of his income. That 
means that when you add monthly 
payments for a mortgage, car, 
credit cards or other outstanding 
loans, the total amount should not 
exceed a third of your annual in- 
come. 

Lenders have other bases for 
approving loans, of course. They 
consider prospects for increased 
earnings. If your income has risen 
steadily, lenders may be willing to 
tip the balance in your favor. 
Stability of employment and past 
credit history also are important 
considerations.

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Four-digit addition would put zip into ZIP Code 


The U S. Postal Service has an- 
nounced plans to add four digits to 
existing ZIP Codes by 1981 
Postmaster General William F. 
Bolger said the decision to go with 
an add-on system was made in order 
to help keep down postage rates by 
substantially reducing costs and to 
improve service by reducing sor- 
tation errors and speeding mail 
processing. 

He said the system would apply 
primarily to business mailers, who 
account for about 80 percent of all 
mail volume. The average citizen 
will be encouraged, but not required, 
to use the add-on digits when the new 
system goes into effect 
Under the present five-digit 
system, 92 percent of all first class 
mail carries the ZIP Code. 

Bolger characterized the move as 
a logical extension of the ZIP 
(“Zoning Improvement Plan”), 


wrucn was announced in 1961 and 
introduced in 1963 

He said the action was similar to 
the telephone company’s in- 
troduction of area codes, which has 
enabled the phone company to in- 
crease its electronic switching 
capability, hold down rates and 
improve service. 

While recognizing that the new 
system may cause some in- 
covenience, Bolger said the benefits 
of the system to the public should far 
outweigh any drawbacks. 

The five-digit ZIP Code guides the 
sortation of letters and other mail to 
the 40,000 post offices, stations and 
branches serving more than 70 
million homes, farms and 
businesses across America. 

The additional four numbers will 
go much further. Within all five-digit 
delivery areas, each block of a 
street, office buildings and com- 
panies receiving large volumes of

1 cup flour

Accusing his collegues of seeking 
a candidate who is compatible with 
their own party philosophy, Mayor 
Pro-Tern Charles West wants the 
electorate to step in and do the job 
that the Council has failed to ac- 
complish. 

The Council has been seeking a 
candidate to replace Kenneth 
McKee who resigned Sept. 1 for 
personal reasons. 

In the past three weeks, council 
members have been seeking a 
replacement and, though several 
qualified candidates have come 
forward, none has been able to gain 
the four council votes. 

The Council is presently seeking a 
“compromise candidate”, however 
West will have no part of that he 
says. 

“No consensus candidate has been 
found because weYe basically 
looking for someone who’ll vote 
along our individual political tines,” 
said West. “Let’s tell the public the 
truth. A candidate hasn’t been found 
because there has not been a 
political consensus among us and 
that is not fair to the people who 
have submitted their resumes or 
have been asked to be considered as 
possible candidates. 

“Therefore, I feel in all fairness 
that the people should vote and 
decide who the seventh member of 
this council should be,” 

The Couhcil has until October 2 to 
fill the vacancy. If it failed, then the 
city must hold a special election to 
elect the council member. 

The cost of a special election is 
estimated between $2,500 and $3,000, 
according to City Clerk Geneva 
Ford. 

West, along with Mayer Paul Lada 
and Councilman Michael Brown 
have aligned themselves in one 
camp and their “preferential 
candidate” is Mrs. Christine Fargo, 
while Councilmen Patrick Norton 
and Kurt Heidmann are backing 
Manuel Lentine. Councilman Milton 
Mack Jr. has cast his support to 
Robert Beeny. Others who are 
seeking the position include Thomas 
McKay, John Caknipe and Ronald 
Hayes. 

The Council will convene in a 
special meeting at 7 p.m., Wed- 
nesday, Sept. 27 to continue their 
debate on the appointment. 

During Tuesday night’s council 
meeting, each council member was 
asked to single out some of the 
criteria that the potential candidate 
should possess in an apparent at- 
tempt to find some common 
denominator. 

Brown said he was looking for 
someone who was active in clubs,

Cement shortage 
compounds avenue 
widening problem

A severe shortage of cement has 
caused John Carlo Construction Co. 
a lot of problems in finishing the 
Michigan Ave. paving project. 

But meetings between a Carlo 
representative and new Interim City 
Manager Wally Arrowsmith, plus 
help from the state, has hopefully 
worked out a concrete solution. 

Arrowsmith had two meetings 
with Bob Walz, Carlo represen- 
tative, and was told that Carlo has 
had an impossible time trying to by 
cement. 

But Arrowsmith said his contact 
with Gerald McCarthy, State High- 
way Dept, official, has brightened 
the future considerably for com- 
pletion of the Michigan Ave. project. 

“Mr McCarthy told me this 
morning ( Wedntoday) that the State 
Highway Department has just 
received approval from State At- 
torney General Frank Kelley to buy 
30,000 tons of cement on the open 
market,” Arrowsmith said. 

The need for the State Highway 
Department to buy the 30,000 tons of 
cement was created when Medusa 
Cement Co. of Ohio reportedly did 
not honor its commitment to sell 
deliver to Carlo the full 8,000 tons of 
cement to complete the Michigan 
Ave. widening project. 

Because of the cement shortage, 
paving projects on Telegraph Road 
(U S. 24), 1-6% and M-14 have also 
been halted. These three areas will 
receive the remainder of the 30,000 
tons of cement, Arrowsmith said. 

Joining Arrowsmith in his talks 
with Walz wasEdTaylor, director of 
the Inkster Department of Public 
Service. Walz told Arrowsmith and 
Taylor that he and other officials of 
Carlo Co. visited Dundee, Mich., 
where a huge cement company is 
located. - 

Walz said they were told no 
cement was available, but they saw 
30 trucks full of cement pull out and 
head for Wisconsin and Colorado. 

“We were informed that other 
states pay a much higher price for 
cement than Michigan, so cement 
companies are shipping it outside 
the state/* Arrowsmith said. 

Michiganmakessix million tons of 
cement a year and sells three 
million tons of it outside the state, 
apparently because of the much 
larger profit. 


State Highway Dept, officials 
promised Inkster officials that 
things will get moving right away on 
the buying of the 30,000 tons of 
cement. According to their report, it 
will take two days to draw up the 
proposals and by Sept. 26 
specifications will be let out for bids 
to all cement companies in the 
midwest. 

If things work as planned, bids will 
be opened Oct. 5 and awarded Oct. 9. 
Hopefully, Carlo Co. would be able to 
start paving Michigan Ave. on Oct. 
11 . 

“Wewant to make it clear that the 
hold up on the paving project is not 
Carlo Company’s fault,” Inkster 
officials stressed this week. 

“They have worked diligently to 
keep their end of toe bargain. They 
just have not been able to buy 
cement anywhere since Medusa did 
not send their full shipment of 8,000 
tons.” 

Inkster City officials were so upset 
over the delay in the paving of 
Michigan Ave. that telegrams have 
been sent to Gov. William Milliken 
as well as other state officials and 
representatives of the city on the 
state level. 

Mayor Terrel LeCesne and City 
Council members were planning to 
take busloads of Inkster citizens to 
Lansing within a week to protest in 
person. Now the city officials say 
they willwaituntil Oct. 9 to see if the 
paving starts. 

“We are still going to send 
telegrams too fficials in Lansing and 
the State Highway Department but 
they will not be as strongly worded 
as originally planned,” said Mayor 
LeCesne 

“We are gratified that the State 
Highway Department has in- 
terceded and is buying the 30,000 
tons of" cement. We have been in- 
formed that Inkster will have top 
priority because small businesses 
are located along Michigan Ave. 

“We believe they are trying to 
resolve the problem and are willing 
to give them until Oct. 11 to see what 
happens.’* 

Meanwhile, Arrowsmith said he 
was informed it will take only 14 
days to pave M ichiga n Ave. once the 
pouring of cement starts. 

So now it will be a “little more 
waiting” for city officials and local 
businessmen who have suffered 
through the construction period. 


The Bible has

I believe in the Second Coming of Jesus Christ. However, I have heard a 
lot about His coming soon, and people are saying His Second Coming will 
be in our generation. But, doesn’t the Bible say nobody knows when He 
will return. Does the Bible say anything about our Generation?

ultimately higher paying job 
classifications 

“For instance, we will now be able 
to train people as: field engineers, 
diesel mechanics, tool inspectors, 
machine operators, and similarly 
skilled occupations” said Jarrette 
Simmons, chairman of the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners. 
“These people will receive a com- 
bination of classroom training and 
>n-the-job training from the em- 
tloyers who will eventually employ 
*iem for their special skills. The 
government’s role is to provide the 
incentive for these employers by 
subsidizing a substantial part of the 
training cots.” 

Edward R Koch, deputy director 
fo the Wayne County Office of 
Manpower, explained that eligible 
employers will be reimbursed for 
100 percent of the cost involved in 
the classroom training of the ap- 
plicants and 50 percent of the hourly 
wage costs once the individuals 
begin their on-the-job training. 

According to Koch, the STIP 
program is designed to meet the 
needs of industry for specific job 
skills as determined by industry and 
to increase private industry par- 
ticipation in CETA. 

Arthur Lewis, director of the 
Wayne County Office of Manpower, 
views the STIP grant as the 
forerunner to President Carter’s 
proposed Private Sector Initiatives 
Plan. 

“It provides a workable alter- 
native to the placement of CETA 
trainees in public service em- 
ployment where it is often difficult to 


absorb these trained individuals 
when the funding limitations run 
out,” he said. “This additional gmt 
will aid in the absorption of public 
service employees by private em- 
ployers and provide the applicants 
with valuable and marketable job 
skills. 


“The unique feature of this 
program is that we can now go to the 
employer to seek out his specialized 
job needs, aid him in setting up a 
classroom and on-the-job training 
program, provide him with willing 
applicants for the training and, at 
the end of the process, the employer 


will have a trained employee to add 
to his staff in a realistically needed 
capacity.” 

According to Lewis, portions of the 
program are slated to begin as early 
as Oct. 1. The program is part of 
Title III of the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act.

Tribute to 
Booker Dozier

There is a story about that immortal mathematician-physicist 
Albert Einstein who rowed to the middle of a lake to work on some 
math problems and suddenly realized he didn’t bring along his 
logarithms with him. 

About to turn around and head for the shore, Einstein decided to 
work on the problems anyway. As he probed the mysteries of the 
universal, he suddenly realized that he had committed to memory 
the logs he needed to solve his problems. 

I feel like I’m in the middle of the lake. And, before anyone 
concludes that I am attempting to compare my self to that great 
man, let me say here that the only similarity between Einstein and 
me is that we belong( ed) to the human race. 

But, the other day I spent more than 2*^ hours interviewing 
Booker Dozier, who is retiring after 27 years with the Inkster Parks 
and Recreation Department, and my notes of that interview have 
disappeared. And that is a first. 

Dozier and his boss, Lou Jackson, spent last Friday afternoon 
showing Ted D’Pulos, the superintendent of the Wayne Parks and 
Recreation Department, and Michael J. Gouin, who recently 
resigned from the Wayne parks and recreation department to head 
the Canton Parks and Recreation Department, around the newly- 
completed $1.8 million Inkster Recreation Center. 

The facility in one word is “super” and Inkster residents and the 
area can be proud of such a complex. But that’s not the story. 

Dozier and I had lunch and he outlined what he planned to do in 
the future. 

“No, I’m not going to disassociate myself with Inkster and grab a 
fishing rod,” said Dozier who is a very religious person. “There is 
just too much work to be done. 

“I want to remain involved with the youth of this and other 
communities,” Dozier, who is 61, added. “My wife tells me if I’m 
going to do what I have been doing, then why retire? Dozier went on 
to answer, “Do you see that person over there? He was on drugs 
and a lost human being, but through our Lord he has found himself 
back. 

“I work with “big brothers” and we try to help kids who are 
isolated and have no where to turn but to the streets,” Dozier said, 
“and there are so many of these kids. We have to help them, after 
all, the future of this country and our way of life hinges on our 
youth.” 

Dozier, who grew up in northwest Detroit attended Northern 
High and played both baseball and football while in high school. In 
the early 50’s he moved to Inkster where he helped organize the 
first recreation program in the city. He also served as an assistant 
football coach at Inkster High, but his forte was getting the kids 
involved in recreation programs “to help keep them out of 
trouble.” 

Booker is concerned about the drug problem - and says “it’s 
because of the lack of communication and love in the families 
today. 

“Back then it was rare to hear about a kid on drugs, but today it’s 
all around us - not only the black but the white community. 

“And one of the reasons why these kids turn to thrills is that their 
parents substitute materialistic things for love. The kids have 
everything from cars to name it, is it no wonder they seek other 
thrills.” 

They’re throwing a party for Booker Saturday night at the 
Recreation Center and I’m invited to go.

Coach Stokes: 'We're

Belleville leaps right out of the proverbial frying 
pan into the fire Friday night when it travels to 
Plymouth Salem, the defending and undefeated 
Suburban 8 Conference football champ.

Cherry Hill awaits unscored on Melvindale

From the perennial underdogs of 
the Tri-River Conference football 
league, Cherry Hill has now become 
the wonderdogs of that conference.

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Mobile America 
keeps moving 


Undaunted by today’s high interest 
rates, American families are still 
buying homes in record numbers, 
according to the National Association 
of Realtors. 

In its monthly sales report on 
existing homes, the association’s 
Department of Economics and 
Research said that in July, resales 
showed a 2.9 percent gain over the 
June rate and were 10.2 percent ahead 
of last July. 

“Except for February, when winter 
blizzards put a damper on the existing 
single-family home market, resale 
activity this year has moved across a 
high plateau,” said research director 
Kenneth J. Kerin. 

“If the current trend continues— and 
we expect it will— a record 3.8 million 
transactions will take place druing 
1978,” he continued. “This compares 
to the previous record of 3,572,000 units 
set last year.” 

Home prices keep going up and up, 
too, even on older homes. 

According to the Raltors Association 
report, the median price of an existing 
one-family home jumped another 
$1,000 in July— to $49,400. This is 13 
percent higher than the price of last 
July. 

In the North Central, which includes 
Michigan, the average price of an 
existing home rose 15.7 percent, to 
$42,800. 


“As home prices continue to climb,” 
Kerin said, “sales in the $100,000 or 
more’ category are becoming more 
commonplace. Nationwide, fully 8 
percent of all resale transactions 
carried a six-figure price tag.” 

Taken as a whole, the dollar volume 
of single^amily resale homes has 
risen dramatically, the report said. 
This July, the dollar volume was $219.8 
billion. 

For the family considering a move 
to a larger home, that information is a 
mixed blessing. While they will be able 
to get more for their present home, 
they will be spending more for a new 
abode 

There is a growing trend among 
people to revive homes, give their 
structures a “high potency” facelift 
that may add need space, or just 
improve the appearance.

Clear as glass 

One square foot of glass can lose as much heat as 10 
square feet of wall. 

And nearly 70 percent of a typical single family’s 
heating load is traceable to windows and doors. 

That’s why energy-conscious study groups in the United 
States are taking a new look at windows and entraceways. 

Since 70 million living units use 20 percent of all the 
energy consumed in the U.S., the homeowner holds a 
great deal of responsibility— which he can use to save or 
lose money. 

In that regard, it has been calculated by the University 
of Illinois that ten 15-square-foot windows will leak about 
100 more gallons worth of fuel oil per season if they are 
only single glazed. 

With a typical three-by-five foot single-glazed, double- 
hung window, almost three times the energy would be lost 
through the window as is lost around the sash area 

Storm doors help, too, because heat loss through or 
around the door is about the same 

For all these reasons, few installations in the home pay 
off for themselves as quickly as do storm doors and 
windows and replacement windows. 

Current estimates are that in four to five years, the 
homeowner will recover the cost of his installation

Durable cabinets are safer 


The possibility of skinned knees, sprained ankles, or 
worse, looms in the minds of parents as they watch 
children climbing on kitchen cupboards to reach the sink. 

To the child, it’s the quickest route to a glass of water or 
cookie jar. But a false move, or a weak cabinet, could 
mean a crashing trip to the kitchen floor. 

One way to make sure your small people don’t hurt 
themselves with such acrobatics is to make sure kitchen 
and bathroom cabinets are designed not only to take daily 
use, but misuse as well. 

Manufacturers know that children will be careless no 
matter how often parents caution them. 

Therefore, tough laboratory tests designed by the 
National Kitchen Cabinet Association, can be used to 
determine the durability of those cabinets. 

The NKCA certifies cabinets that pass the tests, with a 
round, blue and white emblem, usually found inside 
cabinet doors or drawers. The tests have assured the 
buyer that the goods have the structural strength finish to 
resist corrosion because of harsh conditions such as heat 
and humidity. 


The tests also make sure the items meet construction 
and performance standards of the American National 
Standards Institute. 

But in the long run, no matter how durable your kitchen 
and bathroom construction, a child’s own knowledge of 
safety precautions must be considered the best prevention 
to injury. 

Parents can teach children home safety, and follow 
rules themselves. Such rules call for use of paper cup 
dispensers in a spot where youngsters can reach them. 
Children should learn the difference between hot and cold 
faucets. 

Parents should remember not to put “slippable”; throw 
rugs on tile floors. 

Luckily, the bumps and bruises that are part of every 
childhood, are usually cured by the homemade remedy of 
a kiss and a hug.

There are hundreds of ways each of us can save energy. 
Here are some. Can you think of any others? 

(1) Don’t “Oven peep”.. .you lose 25 degrees. 

(2) Broil foods rather than fry or bake. 

(3) Turn off the roast 30 minutes before serving time... it 
can cook on retained heat. 

(4) Bake and roast more than one item at a time. 

(5) Match the correct pot size to the size of the burner. 

(6) Eat by candlelight for a little romance. 

(7) Thaw frozen foods before cooking. 

(8) Use a kettle instead of a pan to heat water. 

(9) Be sure the range is turned off after use. 

( 10) Don't use the oven to quickly heat the kitchen. 

(11) Use smaller cooking appliances instead of the 
range wheenever possible. 

( 12) Use the dishwasher only once a day at full capacity. 

( 13) Set the refrigerator at 30 to 32 degrees. 

( 14 ) Set the freezer at 0 to 10 degrees 

(15) Close the refrigerator door on a dollar bill. If it 
slides out easily, you need a new gasket. 

( 16) Fill the refrigerator to capacity but don’t overfill. 

(17) Keep the condensor coils of the refrigerator clean. 

(18) Defrost the freezer when the forst is about V< inch 
thick. 

(19) Let foods cool to room temperature before placing 
them in the refrigerator or freezer. 

(20) Be sure the refrigerator and freezer are always 
firmly closed. 

(21) Don’t keep the refrigerator door open longer than 
necessary 

(22) Repair leaky hot water faucets immediately. 

(23) Use warm, not hot water, in the clothes washer. 

(24) Schedule washing, drying and ironing for the early 
morning or evening. 

(25) Take showers, not baths.. it saves five gallons of 
water. 


(26) Lower the thermostat two or tnree degrees extra in 
the winter when entertaining a large group of people. 

(27) Unplug the instant-on TV when not in use for an 
extended period of time. 

(28) Close off unheated attic and basement areas. 

(29) Don’t heat or cool rooms not in use. 

(30) Use flourescent light bulbs instead of incandescent. 

(31) Keep doors to the outside firmly shut. 

(32) Keep furniture and rugs from blocking heating and 
cooling outlets. 

(33) Don’t block window air conditioning units with 
draperies or shades. 

(34) Buy the most efficient air conditioning units for 
your needs. 

(35) Select moderate or medium settings only on air 
conditioners. 

(36) Place window air conditioning units on the shady 
side of the house. 

(37) Install room air conditioners rather than central to 
cool only the more actively used rooms in the house. 

(38) Don’t run window fans when the air conditioner is 
on. 

(39) Close draperies and shades to reduce incoming 
heat on summer days. 

(40) Open draperies and shades on sunny winter days. 

(41) Seal spaces around attic stairway doors and pull 
down stairways. 

(42) Limit electric heater use to temporary spot 
heating. 

(43) Don’t overload washing machines. 

(44) Use a cold water detergent. 

(45) Turn out the lights when leaving a room. 

(46) Lower the thermostat to 55 degrees when leaving 
the house for a day or more. 

(47) Draw window shades and drapes at night to reduce 
winter heat loss through the glass. 

(48) Keep fireplace damper shut when not in use. 


(49) Drain a pail of water monthly from domestic hot 
water tanks to insure efficiency. 

(50; Replace air filters on warm air systems at least 
once a month. 

(51) Avoid over heating the furnace. 

(52) Add a shield of metal or aluminum foil behind 
radiators to reflect heat into the room. 

(53) Install a humidifier to add moisture to the home in 
the winter. 

(54) Plan auto trips carefully around the most efficient 
routes. 

(55) Don’t let the engine idle for long periods of time. 

(56) Avoid automobile travel when possible. 

(57) Form car pools. 

(58) Rent economy cars when on business trip6. 

(59) Reduce excess loads in the automobile trunk. 

(60) Buy energy-efficient products. 

(61) Tune up you car’s engine. .it may save 50 gallons 
per year. 

(62) Properly inflated tires may save 75 gallons per 
year. 

(63) Cook with flat-bottom aluminum pans with straight 
sides. 

(64) Use the oven more often than the surface units. 

(65) Black and white TV operates on about 60 percent 
less power than color sets require. 

(66) One 100- watt bulb burning round the clock for one 
year adds $28 to the electric bill. 

(67) A 40-watt flourescent bulb gives more light than a 
100- watt incandescent one... and it lasts 10 times as long. 

(68) Set thermostat at 68 degrees during the day. Drop 
down five degrees at night and save 8 percent more fuel. 

(69) Weatherstrip windows and doors . it will cut fuel 
bills by 4 percent.

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Insulate to save energy 


Michigan residents are well aware of the energy 
challenge facing them today. The cost of heating and 
cooling their homes is taking an increasingly larger part 
of their budget. 

Reportedly, more than 50 percent of the energy used in 
today’s homes goes to provide heating The best and 
easiest way to use this energy wisely and efficiently is to 
insulate. The insulation that keeps the heat in during the 
winter also makes the home easier to cool in the summer. 

Energy savings are dependent on the insulating 
material’s resistance to heat flow (R-factor) rather than 
its thickness. Two different kinds of insulation may have 
the same thickness, but the one with the higher R rating 
will perform better. 

Many Michigan homes have little or no insulation and 
are energy wasters. Among the most popular types of 
insulation available to the homeowners are Urea For- 
maldehyde Foam, Cellulose and Fiberglass 

Urea Formaldehyde or UF foam has the highest R 
factor 4.88 per inch and is fire retardant. UF foam, 
which looks like shaving cream, is fully expanded when it 
leaves the application gun and solidifies within seconds, 
providing a rigid wall-filling barrier to heat loss. 


Cellulose, also popular, is a fiber product composed of 
ground up newspapers and other material mixed with a 
fire retardent chemical. This product, blown into the side 
walls and attics, has an R factor of 3.60 per inch. One of 
the drawbacks to the use of cellulose in the side walls is its 
tendency to settle, thus leaving the upper portion of the 
walls open to heat loss. 

For the do-it yourselfer, fiberglass is easy to install, 
however, it has a low R factor (3.03 per square inch) and is 
becoming increasingly scarce. Its most common form is 
in either rolls or batts. 

“Properly insulated attics and walls can save up to 50 
percent on the fuel bills”, says David Costigan, a local 
insulation contractor. 

Some of the many ways in addition to wall and attic 
insulation he suggests include having a thorough check-up 
of your heating unit by a licensed heating contractor to 


insure it’s operating at maximum efficiency. Make sure 
all heating outlets are unobstructed, set your thermostat 
at the lowest comfortable temperature during the day and 
reduce it more at night. Clock thermostats are an efficient 
way to do this and are worth their cost in fuel savings. 

Installation of storm windows and doors as well as 
sealing up all cracks around them with caulking and 
weather stripping will add to your savings. 

Insulate your hot water tank and all hot water pipes to 
reduce heat loss. 

Make sure all doors and windows leading to the outside 
or to unused rooms are tightly closed. Close fire place 
damper when not in use. 

Open drapes on sunny days to take full advantage of the 
sun’s warmth, closing them at night to reduce heat loss. 

In the kitchen, open your refrigerator as few times as 
needed. 


What wood would be best? 


Once considered a luxury 
item confined to custom- 
built homes, fireplaces 
have become a common 
feature in homes of vir- 
tually all price ranges. This 
has been brought about by 
the advent of factory-built 
fireplaces that have 
eliminated the need for 
massive footings and 
masonry associated with 
earlier fireplace con- 
struction. 

If your nose rules your 
selection of wood for the 
firplace, then obtain apple, 


cherry, beech, hickory or 
pecan logs. Their smoke 
usually resembles the 
fragrance of the tree’s 
fruit. 

From the safety stand- 
point, resinous woods 
(hemlock, larch, spruce 
and juniper) should be used 
in moderation. These 
woods contain moisture 
pockets which, when 
heated, explode with great 
vigor. SHould the firplace 
screen happen to be open a 
bit or should the "pop” 
(Kcu^whil^^ending^h^ 


fire, you could end up with 
a burned carpet or worse 
yet, a burned bystander. 

Most wood is sold in 
cords— a stack of wood 8 by 
4 feet or 128 cubic feet. 
However, when buying 
from a wood-lot supplier, 
you most likely will be 
buying a face cord — one 
that is 8 feet long by 4 feet 
highm but only as deep as 
the length of the logs, 
perhaps as little as 12 in- 
ches In that case you are 
buying only one-fourth of a 
standard cord.

Others include the in- 
stallation, repair and 
operating costs. GSA, like 
other large buyers of 
household products, uses a 
technique known as life 
cycle costing and has found 
this method results in 
considerable savings over 
the lifetime of the product. 

Homeowners in Western 
Wayne County wtih 
remodeling plans can 
achieve large savings by 
adopting the life cycle 
costing method. 

Before purchasing, 
answer these four 
questions. 1) What is the 
price of the product? 2 ) 
Cost of installation? 3) 
Number of years product 
will be owned?, and 4) How 
much will it be used?

Leaky roofs: Look 
underneath the drip 
to find its 'source ' 


The major problem in 
trying to locate a leak in 
the roof is that often it isn’t 
directly over the wet spot 
in the ceiling. If you can get 
to the underside of the roof 
in the attic, it's easier to 
find the leak. When it’s 
raining, go up in the attic 
and look for the leak above 
the wet spot on the ceiling. 
If the underside of the roof 
is dry there, look further up 
towards the peak of the 
roof. 

You should be able to 
spot water leaking through 
and traveling down along 
the rafters before dropping 
to the attic floor Once you 
find the leak, push a piece 
of wire through the spot so 
you’ll be able to locate it 


later when it stops raining. 

Do not go up on the roof 
in bad weather. It’s slip- 
pery and dangerous. When 
the rain stops and the roof 
surface is dry, you can 
examine it. Be sure to take 
proper safety measures. 
Wear rubber soled shoes to 
prevent slipping and make 
sure your ladder is 
securely anchored 

If your roof is relatively 
new and has developed a 
small leak around the 
flashing, chances are it can 
be repaired easily If the 
roof is badly worn, limited 
repairs won’t help Signs of 
a roof in need of 
replacement are cracked, 
curled, brittle or missing 
shingles. 


If in doubt, call in a 
professional roofer who 
can conduct a thorough on 
the roof inspection. He’s 
also a good source of in- 
formation about material, 
style and color. 

Asphalt shingles, for 
instance, can often be 
applied over the old 
roofing, eliminating the 
cost of a tearoff. The 
savings might be invested 
in the long-lasting 
durability, low- 
maintenance, color and 
dimension that the newest 
asphalt shingles can offer
